Dr. Cornwall was 33 years old and had 


a. wife ami child. He came to Kansas 
City from St. Louis several years ago 
and had passed through several thrilling 
experiences. 


Early in life he was accused of taking

Nine months later he eloped/ with a 


prominent St. Louis girl. She suddenly 
died, and allegations of poisoning were 
made. Her body was about to be cre- 
mated when her relatives Hemanded that 
the coffin tie opened. The matter was 
dropped. 


He was also connected' with the dis- 


appearance of Miss Maud Belle Bone- 
steele, daughter of a Kansas City phy- 
sician, in 1894, and' who has never been 
found. 


In St. Louis on July 7, 1897, Dr. Corn- 


wall was accused of killing a brother, 
-Herbert Cornwall, whom he claimed to 
have found in the act of beating his 
father. He was tried for this latter 
crime and found not guilty. 


Four years ago Dr. Cornwall married 
• second, time, marrying Miss Ida Woods, 
whose parents live in Michigan.

Lines Drawing Closer To- 
wards Solution of Famous 


Reed Murders Case 


IMPORTANT NEW TESTIMONY 


Makes Officers Believe That They Have 


Case Better in Hand Than Ever 


Before Two Sessions of 


Inquest Held Today 


The Reed murders inquest was again 


opened this morning before 
Justice 


Woodhead, and after two short sessions 
closed late this afternoon. Nothing had 
been known of the fact that it was to 
be reopened at this time, and it was a 
surprise to those interested aside from 
the few who are conducting the case. 


It was said when the inquest closed 


at 3:15 this afternoon that this closed it 
for the present, although the formal 
ending of the inquest begun nearly two 
years ago has not yet come. 


There were a umber of witnesses ex- 


amined, mcst of them having been be- 
fore the inquest before, but there was 
one new witness brought in tb testify 
about one or two points. 


This reopening of the case was in the 


nature of cleaning up all the traces that 
have deevloped in the case and not 
been satisfactorily explained before the 
court, and was to weave closer if pos- 
sible the evidence about the theory of 
the officials. 
' 


The witnesses brought in were such 


as would indicate that the officials were 
still working along the lines 
that 


seemed to be evident when it -was last 
before the court. It is believed that 
this afternoon's session was satisfac- 
tory to those who are working in the 
case, and that now the case is in better 
condition as far as having in hand here- 
tofore uncertain threads than ever be- 
fore. 


The reopening of the case is sure to 


arouse many of the old theories in re- 
gard to the mystery, but from the at- 
titude of the officials it is not believed 
that there will be anything of a sensa- 
tional nature just at present. 


BODY GUT IN TWO, BUT HE LIVED 


Angelo Rive, From This City, Lived 45 


Minutes with Only Half a Body. 


Angelo Rive, an Italian whom it is 


believed lived in this city, was cut in 
two Saturday by a train at Winsted, 
Conn., and yet lived three quarters of 
an hour. He tried to board the express 
while it was moving, and was thrown 
under the wheels. He suffered terrible 
agony, but retained consciousness and 
was able to speak his name several 
times. 


He had a ticket from this city to 


New Tork, and was going there when 
killed. He had in his pocket a letter 
addressed to Angelo Eexo of this city. 
Little could be learned of him here ex- 
cept that he had been here. 


His body was literally cut in two at 


the hips, the upper half of his body 
being picked up some feet from the 
lower half. His tenacity of life was 
one of the most remarkable cases on 
record. The body was buried at Win- 
•ted yesterday.

A Little Waif at Buffalo In When Much Interest 


fs Now Centered, 


Buffalo, May 29.—One week ago yes- 


terday a man giving the name of Robert 
Hale, residence at St. Louis, lodged at 
the house of Mrs. King in thus city. He 
had with him two children, a 5-year-olu 
boy and a girl apparently 17 months oici 
Monday morning Hale disappeared, tak- 
ing with him the boy, but leavi ,' the girl 
behind. The deserted infant was turned 
over to the Erie county hospital. Dr. 
McGHray of the hospital staff, believing 
that the child resembled the Clark ch.ld 
abducted in New Tork, asked for a more 
complete description of the missing child, 
and on receiving it found that it com- 
pared exactly with the child in his pos- 
session.

Mr. Peck's Work In France Prac- 
tically Complete. 


Ferdinand W. Peck, United States 


commissioner to the Paris exposition, 
who arrived in New York recently on 
the American liner St. Louis, expressed 
himself as much pleased with the suc- 
cess of his work so far. In the course of 
his last visit to Paris, he said, he had 
succeeded, in securing for the United 
States about 75,000 square feet of space 
in addition to the large amount which 
had already been set aside, making al- 
together more than double the space 
originally set apart for the United 
States by the exposition authorities. 


"When I first went over," said Mr. 


Peck, "I found that 147,000 square feet 
had teen provided for our exhibits. 
Now we have 800,000 square feet. 
When one realizes the great expansion 
which has taken place within two years 
in the foreign commerce of this country 
and the growing importance of the 
United States in the markets of the 
world, it will be understood why a 
greatly increased space was needed for 
our exhibits, and the value of the added 
room will be appreciated." 


Even with the greater space Mr. Peck 


declares that the utmost circumspec- 
tion will have to be exercised to enable 
our manufacturers to make a properly 
representative show at Paris, 


"We want American exhibitors to 


spread themselves so far as the quality 
of their exhibits is concerned," said 
Mr. Peck, "but to keep the quantity cf 
exhibits down to the lowest point con- 
sistent with the making of a complete 
show that shall be distinctly representa- 
tive. I have assumed the right, as I be- 
lieve was intended by my appointment, 
to pass upon what shall be exhibited by 
the United States, and the work of 
making these selections is in the hands 
of the 10 heads of departments whom I 
appointed some months ago. The ex- 
hibits of each country are divided into 
] 8 groups and each has 18 sections in the 
various exhibition grounds. 
The 10 


heads of departments have the supervi- 
sion of these 18 groups divided among 
them, and they embody, in a general 
way, the departments of mining, agri- 
culture, machinery, electrical machin- 
ery, fine arts, liberal arts, education, 
varied industries, textiles and forestry 
and fishing. The would be exhibitors 
must apply to the heads of departments 
for space and specify the things which 
they propose to show. We make the se- 
lections from these lists so as to have 
every feature of our productions prop- 
erly-represented without having large 
numbers of uninteresting or duplicate 
articles shown. 
In any department 


where we believe that an exhibition is 
not complete or of the best character 
which our country ought to show, we 
have undertaken to canvass the possible 
exhibitors and to invite other men 
whose products would be of value to 
come into the show to make our exhibi- 
tion fully representative.

'"At Vincsnnes we will build a struc- 


ture for American machinery, in opera- 
tion and another for our life saving 
service. We will divide with the French 
Exposition company the cost of the 
building for railroad exhibits and au- 
tomobiles. The railroad exhibit, we ex- 
pect, will bfi very complete and inter- 
esting, and it will include 17 American 
locomotives. A site has been secured 
for our bicycle manufacturers upon 
which it is expected that they will erect 
a handsome building." 


"At Vincennes we have secured more 


than 60,000 square feet of space, which 
was far beyond our expectations.

Problem of Supplying Frc»h Meat to 


I the Army and Navy—Five or Six 


. Days Required to Cool tUe Meat 


, Sufficiently—Caring For It at Ma- 


»Ue. 


Two. million pounds of beef which 


cannot spoil recently left New York for 
the Philippines. All went in one vessel 
for the feeding of the navy and army 
engaged in operations in and aronnd 
Manila. 


The problem of Bending fresh provi- 


sions to the Philippines was much great- 
er than Cuba or Porto Rico presented. 
Two difficulties had to be overcome. 
One was distance; the other was cli- 
mate. The simple device of keeping the 
meat fresh by placing it in rooms cooled 
to 30 degrees, which is sufficient for a 
short trip and moderate climate, would 
be absolutely worthless if attempted for 
a long trip and the high temperatures 
through which a vessel must pass in go- 
ing to the Philippines. To overcome the 
difficulties a ship specially built for car- 
rying fresh mutton from Australia to 
England was purchased.. She is cow the 
United States refrigerator vessel Gla- 
cier. 


She proved herself practical for that 


work acd is therefore not even an ex- 
periment now that she is to do similar 
work for the United States troops at 
Manila. The Envy department adver- 
'tised for sealed bids for between 1,500,- 
000 and 2,000,000 pounds of prime beef 
for the cargo of the vessel last month. 
The contract was awarded. 
Experi- 


ments as to the shrinkage in weight of 
frozen meat were made, proving that 
there was not more than one quarter c£ 
1 per cent loss in the process of freez- 
ing. These tests showed that the whole 
substance of the meat must remain in 
it or there would have been far greater 
losses in weight. 


Orders were then dispatched to the 


western agents of the compary to which 
the contract was let to purchase 2,800 
'of the very best stall fed beeves. These 
were loaded on 100 of the best cattle 
cars and shipped to New York. There 
they were unloaded, kept for a few days 
until they had recovered entirely from 
the trip and then slaughtered. Each 
animal was caretully examined and if 
found in any way defective was reject- 
ed. Ae each carcass was passed it was 
hurriedly quartered and slid into the 
refrigerating room, where, hanging on 
huge hooks, it was gradually cooled. 
.Teats had been made here also to ascer- 
tain how long it would take these quar- 
ters to freeze through to the bone. 


It was at first thought that when 


submitted to a temperature of 15 de- 
grees only 72 or 90 hours at most wculd 
"be necessary to freeze the meat through 
and through so hard that a knife could 
not be pushed into it. Experiments 
proved that ,from five to six days were 
needed for absolute certainty, so all of 
the 2,000,000 pounds of beef have been 
frozen for six days before being loaded 
on the Glacier. The method of testing 
the freezing is itself "interesting. A 
jbrace and, bit is used, just as if you 
were going to bore a hole into an oak 
door to put on the hinges. At first the 
•bit is sunk only four inches in the thick 
hind quarter. It is drawn out and then 
a small thermometer, like those used by 
physicians in taking the temperature, 
is inserted. -It is left in a few minutes, , 
and when drawn out should show a 
temperature of about 20 degrees. Then 
the hole is bored deeper, going right to 
the bone, the thermometer is again in- 
serted, and if it again registers 20 do- 
grees it is certain that the quarterns 
frozen through. 


After, the first lot of 250,000 pounds 


was well frozen the task of loading be- 
gaij. The engines of the refrigerating 
apparatus on board ship had been at 
work, the pipes running all around the 
'sides, the'bottoin and top were heavily 
coated with frost—if you wanted to go 
in there yon had to wear a heavy over- 
coat. It was arctic and was meant to 
be. Night after night the work went 
on, 250,00,8 pounds of beef being packed 
away each nigbt. By the use of refrig- 
erator cars for transportation across the 
liver not one of the quarters of beef 
was exposed to the air for more than 10 
ininutea. 


At Manila a tremendous refrigerator 


(storehouse is now being completed for 
teceiving the cargo of frozen beef. It 
will not be exposed to the tropjcal heat 
of the Philippines for many minutes- 
only long enough to put it into the re- 
frigerated rooms. Nor will it be deliv- 
ered to the navy and army immediate- 
ly, for if tbis frozen meat were allowed 
to thaw out suddenly in that terrific 
heat it would not be in the best condi- 
tion for consumption. There is a de- 
frosting arrangement in the Manila re- 
frigerating storehouse. It is a series of 
'rooms with gradually rising temper- 
atures. The first room is kept at a tem- 
peratnre of 80 degrees and "then gradu- 
ally raised to 85~ degrees. The second 
f tarts at'36 degrees and carries the tem- 
perature tip^to 45 degrees, and thus the 
process of, defrosting continues, gradu- 
ally raising the meat to the temperature 
!of the norinal carcass. In this way the 
'flavoring juices of the beef are pre- 
'seived, BO that roast beef will taste as 
if the ox bad been killed only a day or 


stwo before. 
1 When it ia remembered that the trip 
to Manila from New York will occupy 
ten weeks, . even though the Glacier 
goes by way of the Suez canal, it can 
be easily understood that anything less 
than freezing the meat would not pre- 
eerve it. Beef is shipped to Europe un- 
jfrozen, being kept at a temperature of 
about 3C degrees and arriving in good 
'condition, but the trip is a short one, 
'and the temperature of the air is mod- 
erate, bat only » freezing temperature 
will preserve'jpeat' properly for so long 
a time as ten weeks,, especially when 
the vessel hfcfl jto^aaB through toe Medi- 
terranean, and'the R&v seas, .the Indian 
and Pacific .oceans. .^The^Qla'cier will 
stop only four times for coal;and water 
before reaching.Manila. In fact, this ia 
th« only element of. risk in the entire 
trip. The only possibility for any mis- 
hap lies ,in the breaking t down of her 
machinery or the giving out of'coal and 
water. Ev«rx precaution has been taken 
in these particulars, for the vessel has 


received a thorough overhauling from 
stem to stern, and all arrangements for 
getting coal and water at Port Said and 
the other coaling stations have been 
perfected. 


It is the first time that frozen meat 


has been shipped in any such quantity, 
anywhere in the world. 
The pains 


which are taken to make this trip a 
success are w-.rtanted by the anHf'pa- 
tion that it is by no means the last Toad 
of fresh beef which the Glacier'will 
have, to take to Manila. 'Even though 
Aguinaldo t-nn sutlers promptly the ar- 
my and navy will have to remain in the 
Philippines for many years to come, and 
the Glacier will sulvi- the problem of 
furnishing thoui with fre.sb and nourish- 
ius meat.—Now York Snn.

TO CORRECT COMPASSES. 


Gathmann's Invention Might 


Have Prevented Paris Dioastcr. 
Louis Gathmann, the inventor, be- 


lieves the wreck of the Paris was due 
to irregularities in her ccmpass. He 
has been makings study of the problem 
for years, and finds that ship's com1 
passes are often deflected by the mag- 
netic influence of large quantities of 
metal used in their construction. The 
irregularities in the needle are caused 
by tha unequal distribution of -the 
metal 
Mr. Gathraann asserts that 


British warships have been carried ten 
miles out of their course in foggy 
weather by defective compasses. 


These irregularities can be overcome 


by elevating the compass, but the in- 
convenience of examining it introduces 
another difficulty. To meet this Mr. 
Gathmann has invented a vertical tube, 
somewhat resembling a telescope, with 
the compass mounted at the top. By a 
system of reflecting mirrors, a prism 
and a microscope eye piece, he brings a 
magnified view of the compass to a 
point where it can be read by the cap- 
tain without inconvenience. 


Mr. Gathmann's inventions have con- 


vinced him that many ships have been 
lost through disturbances to their nee- 
dles. In fair weather these irregulari- 
ties are corrected, but it is in foggy or 
stormy weather, when the mariner 
must depend entirely upon his compass 
that the mischief is done.—Washington 
Special to Chicago Times-herald.

In 1864 he returned to New York 
state and in September of that year 
married Miss Frances M. Wells of Ber- 
gen. He came to North Adams in 1S70 
and went to work for E. J. Gary, who 
was at that time engaged in the lun-.ber 
business. He soon bought an interest 
in the business, of which he became 
sole proprietor in 1875, and he carried 
it on alone until 'five years ago, whon 
the firm of S. B. Dibble & Co. was or- 
ganized. Under his management the 
business grew to large proportions and 
includes, besides the retail lumber 
trade-, ihe 
manufacture of 
boxes, 


sash, blinds, mantels and 
all kinds 


of house finishings. It is the largest 
business of the kind in this part oi the 
state, and just b&fore Mr. Dibble s 
death the company was incorporated 
under the name of the S. B. Dibble 
Lumber company, of which he was 
chosen president and W. B. Parmele 
secretary and treasurer. 


Mr. Dibble's death was -wholly un- 


expected and was a great shock to his 
family and the community. 
He had 


been in poor health for two years, and 
for several weeks he had been under 
treatment at Phelps, N. Y. He was 
home last week and returned to Phelps 
Wednesday accompanied by his wife, 
v.ho was with him at the time of his 
death. His health appeared to bo im- 
piw ing under tho treatment he was 
receiving and hn and his family and 
friends were much encourage'!. A lit- 
ter from him was received out a few 
hours before the ne'.\ z of h'.s death 
came, in which he spoke cheerfully and 
hopefully of his condition. Kis death 
was not caused by the milady with 
which he had beeii.suffering, which was 
a trouble of the liver. He had somft 
teeth extracted Friday, chloroform be- 
ing used as an ^anaesthetic. The re- 
port that he: never recovered conscious- 
ness is incorrect. 
The effect of the 


chloroform passed off as it should, but 
Saturday morning- he suffered a hem- 
orrhage which was the 
inimediuto 


cause of his death. 


During Mr. Dibble's residenca in this 


city he was prominent in its luiiiness 
and social life, and he was a' man who 
will be much missed. He was a man 
of sound judgment and strict integrity 
and.was a public spirited and highly 
respected citizen. He wa> an active 
member of the Hoosa.c Valley Agricul- 
ture society, and had served as its 
treasurer for several years. He had 
also served on the prudential committee 
of the fire district before the town, be- 
came a city. He was a memb°r of the 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery com- 
pany of Boston, with which he went on 
an excursion to Europe a few years 
ago. He was formerly identified with 
the state militia and was capcain of 
Company F of this city. 
Mr. Dibble 


was a member of the Congregational 
church. He was a genial and compan- 
ionable man and had a larg; number 
of friends by whom his death is deeply 
mourned. 


Mr. Dibble leaves besides hia wife a 


son and a daughter, R. Wells Dib- 
ble, 
a student at Harvard, and Mrs. 


Harvey A. Gallup of this rity. Two 
brothers and a sister also survive. Rev.

Crooked Cubans. 


Havana, May 29.—There were 111 ap- 


plicants yesterday for shares in the 
$3,000,000 which the United States has 
offered as a gratuity to the Cuban troops. 
Thirty were given $75 each. The others 
were not on the rolls, although they had 
guns which they were ready to turn in 
and certificates of service. The opinion 
is freely expressec* that a large propor- 
tion of the names are fictitious, and that 
the rolls omit a majority'of the names of 
those rightly entitled to share in the 
gratuity. The object of this, apparent- 
ly, is to discredit the entire proceedings 
and to show the Cuban public that a 
large number of the troops refuse to take 
American money. Lieutenant Colonel 
Randall, who is superintending the dis- 
tribution here, went carefully over the 
rolls of one battalion 
with its com- 


mandant. The commandant pointed out 
34 names of men who are dead and names 
of others who had not been heard of 
outside the rolls. Of those paid yester- 
day 25 turned in arms. The other five 
showed receipts vouching for the de- 
livery of their arms.

Filipino stores were captured; but the 
latter will soon be exhausted. 


General Otis has notified the president 


through the war department that he 'ue- 
lieves he ought to have more troops than 
he has had, unless the rebellion collapses 
immediately, as he evidently does not ex- 
pect will <be the case.

have the country know that he thinks 
more troops are necessary by allowing

herself in case of any miscarriage of 
their caiefully laid plans, kills herself. 
She simply presses the steel against 
her bosom and, without the expression 
of any emotion as the blade enters her

All this .apropos of the magnificent 


revival of "Romeo and Juliet" offered 
recently at the Empire theater, in this 
city, by Mr. Charles Frohman for the 
purpose of demonstrating Miss Maude 
Adams' 
ability as an exponent of 


Shakespearean roles and incidentally 
also of determining whether or not 
those two excellent young actors, Wil- 
liam Faversham of the Empire theater 
stock company and James K. Hackett, 
en ex-Lyceum' theater favorite and now 
a Daniel Frohman star, are likely to de- 
velop strength in the same line of work. 


The play was mounted elaborately, 


but in exceeding good taste. There was 
no appearance of newness or garish- 
ness, and everything was done in a dig- 
nified manner and in thorough keeping 
•with the spirit of Shakespeare's great 
love tragedy. The same statement holds 
good with reference to the costumes 
which were worn, and easily worn, by 
the actors. This was done without giv- 
ing the impression that these costumes 
had just been made and must be treat- 
td carefully.

besieged the box office. 


Mr. Frohman, as I have said, Is a very 


able manager and a very shrewd one. 
He is credited with having stated that 
Miss Maude Adams has won a veritable 
triumph in the role-of-Juliet. -A number 
of the papers of this city made similar 
remarks, but despite all these Miss 
Adams is satisfying to only those per- 
sons who witnessed1 this young actress' 
performance with her limitations vivid- 
ly and constantly before them. These 
people may have figured in advance 
that Miss Adams would be an exceed- 
ingly sweet and ingenuous Juliet, and in 
that they were certainly not mistaksn, 
but to compare her to Adelaide Neilson 
would seem almost like sacrilege, and to 
assert that she is as good a Juliet as 
another of Mr. Frohman's stars. Miss

and that of the young M-ontague. 


It would be folly to stale that Miss 


Adams' Juliet is a poor interpretation 
of the role. The ingenuous phases of 


It is well enough to prate of "lh" 


gradual unfolding of girlhood ;'itr> wo- 
manhood" produced by a sins''1 1. HS 
which Romeo imprints upon Juliet's lips 
after a conversation of a dozen words. 
It may also amuse some persons to 
thoughtlessly assert that Juliet was but 
a child. These people must overlook the 
fact that when Juliet urges her youth 
as an excuse for her expressed desire 
not to marry, hor mother informs her 
that when she was her daughter's age 
she was already her (Juliet's) mother. 
In the clays in which the action of the 
play passes a female of 14 was a wo- 
man, not a girl, and Juliet's every ac- 
tion demonstrates that she was a wo- 
man of remarkably strong will, who 
could resort to subterfuge and live up to 
it without ever flinching, no matter how 
teirillc the possible consequences might 
be. These phases of the character Julia 
Marlowe is able to depict with absolute 
fidelity, while Miss Adams never suc- 
ceeds in doing more than suggesting 
them. 


In "The Tattle Minister" and plays of 


that type' there is no woman on the 
stage :n this country who can approach 


Miss Adams, but it would be false 
friendship which would prompt an ad- 
mirer of hers to encourage her in the 
belief that s,he. IK destined to take rank 
with the great Juliets of recent times. 


Mr. Faversham's Romeo was neither 


very good nor very bad. In fact, in jus- 
tice to him it must be said that, while 
he never at any 'time approached great- 
ness or succeeded in realizing all of the 
possibilities of the character, he is a 
sufficiently good Romeo to appear in a 
performance with any Juliet without 
appearing markedly out of place. 


Mr. James K. Hackett as Mercutio 


was notably disappointing to his friends 
in the earlier scenes, but as the play 
progressed Mercutio got his opportuni- 
ty, first in his mock heroic speeches with 
the nurse and later in his quarrel and 
duel scene with Tybalt. With" his suc- 
ceeding death their favorite came up to 
their most sanguine expectations, and it 
is probably but simple justice to say 
that Mercutio's final scene as done by 
Mr. Hackett was the best piece of act- 
ing shown in the production of "Romeo 
and Juliet" at the Empire. 


That strong actor W. H. Thompson, 


who never, so far as I can recollect, has 
given a poor performance of any role, 
made Friar Laurence a more sympa- 
thetic part than it ordinarily appears to 
be and brought out many phases of the 
character which are usually entirely 
lost in the wilderness of words which 
materially detracts from the value of 
the role. Mr. Thompson's Friar Lau- 
rence, however, is so absolutely uncon- 
ventional that it is difficult without ma- 
ture reflection to decide upon the re- 
spects in which there was improvement 
and those in which mayhap there was 
Retrogression. 


Mrs. W. G. Jones as the nurse injected 


just enough of melodramatic method 
into the role to make an enormous hit. 
I have never seen this lady do any work 
which approached in excellence that 
which she has been exhibiting as the 
nurse in Miss Adams' Shakespearean 
venture.

The two round masters' Invitation 


chess tournament that Is to be held in 
London beginning May SO is attracting 
universal attention among lovers of the 
game. The number of competitors has 
been limited to 18, selected from the 
foremost experts of seven countries of 
Europe and America. 
By the appor- 


tionment of the tournament committee 
England and-Germany will each be rep- 
resented by four masters, the United 
States and Russia each by three, Hun- 
gary by two and Austria and France by 
one each. 


The three Americans invited are H. 


N. Pillsbury, J. W. Showalter and Wil- 
liam Steinitz. They have all accepted 
and will participate. 


The congress will be held under the 


auspices of the British Chess club in 
St. Stephen's hall, adjoining the Royal 
aquarium, Westminster. 
The following 


minimum prizes will be offered: First 
prize, $1,250; second, $825; third, $500; 
fourth, $400; fifth, $325; sixth. $250; sev- 
enth, $200; eighth, $150; ninth, $100. The 
value of these will probably be in- 
creased, and in addition the following 
consolation prizes will be given: Each 
non prize winner will receive $10 for ev- 
ery game won by him against first, sec- 
ond or third prize winners and $5 for 
every game won by him against other 
competitors. Games scored by default 
shall not be considered as wins for this 
purpose. 


In addition to the two round tourney 


there will be held a single round con- 
test, open to players not competing in 
the other. The following prizes have 
been put up for tliis touinament: First, 
$350; second, $250; third, $150; fourth, 
?100; flfth, $75, sixth, $50; seventh, $25. 


Frank J. Marshall, the brilliant young 


Brooklyn expert, will participate in-this 
second affair as the representative of 
the Manhattan Chess club of New York. 


The three Americans who will take 


part in the big tourney are too well 
known to require introduction. Harry 
N. Pillsbury is the champion of Amer- 
ica. His wonderful playing in the great 
congress of 1895 at Hastings, England, 
from which hi returned the winner, 
made his name known to all newspaper 
readers on this continent. He has re- 
cently been making a tour of the larger 
cities of the country, playing matches 
and simultaneous and blindfold games, 
in which he has been very successful. 
He is also a checker expert and some- 
times competes in several games of 
chess and checkers blindfold at the 
same time that he plays a game of whist. 
He was born on Dec. 5, 1872, in. Somer- 
ville, Mass. 
Considering his personal 


scores 4n games with Lasker, his splen- 
did tournament -record and his even1 
temperament and play it is quite nat- 
ural, as is now universally admitted, 
that he should be recognized as the 
most prominent candidate for world's 
championship honors. 


Jackson W. Showalter was, until de- 


feated by Pillsbury, the champion chess 
player of the United States. He was 
born at Minerva, Ky., in I860 and -,vas 
initiated into the mysteries of chess at 
the early age of 8 years. He has played 
in all the important tourneys in this 
country in the last decade and is im- 


tism, which interferes greatly with his 
playing, but if his old enemy will let up 
on him until after the coming contests 
he may still show some of his old form. 
Steinitz has taken part in some of the 
greatest games of chess on record. His 
famous contests with Tschigorin at Ha- 
vana in 1892 are still talked of by chess 
players. 
Probably the largest crowd 


that ever saw a chess match assembled 
to witness the closing game of that 
tourney, in which Steinitz defeated the 
great Russian master. 


Lasker, Tarrasch, Walbrodt and Lipke 


will represent Germany in the tourney, 
and the four Teutons compose a very 
strong quartet of players. 
Emanuel 


Lasker is the champion of the world, 
and when he is in condition there is no 
man who is a match for him. He was 
born at Berlinchen, Prussia, on Dec. 24, 
1868. 
His series of games with Steinitz 


for the championship of the world in 
1894, which was played in several cities 
of this continent, is well remembered by 
all lovers of the checkered board. 


Dr. Siegbert Tarrasch is the German 


champion. He was born in 1862. In 1890 
he won the international chess masters' 
tourney,at Manchester and at Leipsic 
in 1894. He is regarded as one of the 
greatest 
tournament players in the 


world. He won the international tour- 
nament at Breslau in 1889 without the 
loss of a single game. Lipke and Wal- 
brodt are both very strong players, with 
good records. 
Walbrodt would be a 


much greater player were ha to study 
the theory of the game. 


France will be represented by Janow- 


ski in the coming congress. He is one 
of the most brilliant players living. 
During the past few months Janowski 
has been in America playing with some 
of our leading experts. 


Great Britain will have Blackburne, 


Burn, Atkins and Lawrence as her rep- 
resentatives. J. H. Blackburne is the 
English champion and is a very strong 
player. He is 57 years old and has been 
noted in chess circles for a. long time. 
He is far stronger as a match player, 
however, than when taking part in a 
tournament. 


Burn nearly always plays a good 


game and is consequently a strong op- 
ponent in a tournament where the play 
is prolonged for many days. Atkins and 
Lawrence are well known among the 
amateurs in England. They will make 
their debut as professionals in the com- 
ing tourney, and consequently their 
work will be watched with great inter- 
est. 


Russia will send Tschigorin, Schiffers 


and Alapin to the congress. The first 
named is the Russian champion. He is 
noted as a very brilliant player. He 
has, however, a very violent temper, 
which has marred his work in more 
than one tourney. A great many hu- 
morous stories are told among chess 
players about him. He was born in 1850. 


Schiffers is another of the veteran Eu- 


ropean masters who can always be re- 
lied on to play a good game. Alapin, 
the.third of the Russian trio, is a strong 
player. He was born in 1856. 


R. Charousek and G. Maroczy will 


champion Hungary 
in the tourney. 


Charousek was born in 1873 and will be 
the youngest player among the masters. 
He is the Hungarian champion and was 
the winner in the Berlin congress of 
1897. 


C. Schlechter will be Austria's delegate 


and one of whom that country need not 
be ashamed. He was born in 1S74 and 
makes Vienna his home. 


The fact that Dr. Tarrasch will take 


part in the tourney has been- rather sur- 
prising to American players from the 
fact that the famous Nuremberg phy- 
sician announced his retirement from 
active chess playing upon his return 
home from his Vienna triumph. It will 
nevertheless please chess players the 
world over to know that Lasker, Tar- 
rasch and Pillsbury are to meet again.

FREQUENT APPLAUSE IN CHURCH 


Stirring Words in Support of Adminis- 


tration. The Spirit of the Nation 


Which Made Possible Glorious 


Achievements of Civil and 


Spanish Wars. 


Special memorial exercises were held 


in the Methodist church Sunday eve- 
ning, Rev. J. A. Hamilton preaching an 
appropriate sermon 
to 
the 
Grand 


Army Sons of Veterans, and Woman's 
Relief corps, \vho were present in a 
body. The church was fittingly decor- 
ated, the-organ and pulpit being draped 
with large flags. The guests sat to- 
gether in tha front pews of the church. 
The music was with especial refer- 
ence to the nature of the service, and 
was very enjoyable. 


Mr. Hamilton delivered an eloquent 


address inspired by tne occasion, In 
which he dwelt largely on the spirit of 
the nation as shown in the events 
commemorated at the present time. He 
also took the opportunity to say some 
very strong words on the present as- 
pect of the Philippine question, in 
which he showed himself in the heart- 
iest sympathy with the administration. 


A feature of the service was the ap- 


plause which interrupted the speaker 
in a number of instances. It began In 
a timid way, but later during some of 
the references to Dewey, Clark, Lin- 
coln, and other heroes of the civil and 
Spanish wars; it grew in volume until 
it was an unusual demonstration for a 
religious service. 


He welcomed the guests for the 


church, and spoke of the joy that they 
had lived to see the past years, in 
whose epoch-making events God as 
well as man had had a part. Then he 
spoke on the civil and Christian ability 
and courage, which had met the ridi- 
cule of past years and grown in 
strength until it was able to meet the 
calls of duty when the emergency 
came, and had inspired tne glorious 
showing of this nation in its later his- 
tory, culminating in the civil war and 
the recent Spanish war. There was no 
"luck" or "chance" In the achieve- 
ments of our nation. Columbus, Wash- 
ington, Franklin, Lincoln, Dewey, all 
of our national heroes were men who 
were trained in all the requirements of 
civil courage, and who were able when 
cornered by the outward circumstances 
to meet the emergency with a God- 
given power. 


Mr. Hamilton paid glowing tributes 


to the heroism of the veterans of *<->o 
Grand Army, and to the wives of the 


j veterans -whose heroism, was as great 
' if of a different sort, during1 .the ter- 
rible conflict between the North and 
the South. And the heroism shown by 
the boys of '98 was merely what was 
expected from the sons of the men and 
women who were able to 
sacrifice 


themselv.es so nobly during the former 
conflict. 


The most striking part of Mr. Ham- 


ilton's address was his reference to 
the Philippine question. He introduced 
it with a humorous allusion to the pos- 
sible views of the veterans, and to the 
fact that he was unarmed, but he 
showed little fear in his attitude on 
tli" subject. He said'he did not mean 
th!s to be a sermon on the question. He 
might preach one later if his blood did 
not stop boiling at the articles he saw 
in some newspapers. 


He said, "I do not believe in all the 


administration is said to be doing in 
the Philippines, but I do believe in 
what they are doing, I believe in the 
stand the administration has taken, 
for what else could they do?" When 
our arms were victorious .in Manila 
bay it was Dewey himself who inves- 
tigated the facts and found that all 
the stories of Spanish cruelty 
wer6 


true. We had to keep Spain out, and 
could we leave the Filipinos to slay 
each other in a, deadly strife for 
supremacy under the name of liberty? 


They tell us stories of American 


cruelty to the natives, but I do not be- 
lieve it. Stories told by the boys there 
in their letters ;are too easily exagger- 
ated and misconstrued. 


As for those who compare Aguinaldo 


with Washington, they fail to remem- 
ber the course that the Filipino leader 
has taken in selling his 
country's 


liberty. Let not the man who so com- 
pares the rebel leader with our na- 
tional hero dare go near the tomb of 
Washington, or the spirit of the father 
of the country would return, and gath- 
ering the dust that might remain of 
his body lying there, blow it in the 
eyes of such a traitor that he might 
nevermore see the country he had de- 
famed by the slander. 


Mr. Hamilton did not believe that the 


flag was never to be lowered in case of 
a mistake, but he believed that the 
hand of God was side by side with the 
hand of the man who raised it at 
Manila, and it should never come down 
till the hand of God also lowered it.

He devoted some time to a discussion 


of the difficulties of civic patriotism, es- 
pecally in municipal government. Here 
in North Adams the city is suffering 
from party lines in city politics Among 
other needs is that of civil responsi- 
bility, and we now in our readjustment 
of national conditions can show as high 
a patriotism as did the volunteers in 
Cuba and Porto Rico.
